Following discussion on the 
council floor, CLC Secretary Rob 
ert S. Ash was authorized to write 
to Senators William F. Knowland 
and Thomas H. Kuchel urging 
them to vote NO on the measure 
if it reaches a Senate vote,

Lowdown on New Gasolines

Nowadays a car owner out to buy a tankful of gas is 
bombarded with many claims of new magical ingredients and 
new total power for auto fuel. He has to thread his way 
through a lot of magic-sounding names from TCP to A-D, and 
including ETC, RTG, 5-D and other alphabetical slogans. 


An ordinary person can hardly 
tell from all the semi-mysterious 
slogans and initials what the hul- 
labaloo is all about. For example 
you've been hearing: “Anti-Car 
bon!” That would be nice, but how 
does it work?) “Extra-High Oc- 
tane!” (But is it any higher than 
the other company’s gasoline, and 
anyway, do I need it for my car 
and terrain?) “No more wild 
ping!” (What's that?). 

There are two reasons for this 
high-pressure campaign: 

1—Several new gasolines have

Your particular car 
may not need to be weaned yet, 
and may do very well on the 
lower-cost regular gas. 

The reason for the new gaso- 
lines is that cars, especially those 
with high-compression engines, 
have been having trouble with 
gasoline. They have been suffering 
from a new phenomenon called 
“pre-ignition,” and a tendency for 
spark plugs to foul, thus robbing 
the motorists of power and fuel. 
Pre-ignition is different from 
“knock,” Pre-ignition is an explo-} 
sion of the gas in the combustion 
chamber before the spark gets a 
chance to fire. In contrast, 
“knock” is an explosion after the 
gas is ignited. Instead of a slow 
burn utilizing all the fuel, towards 
the end of the charge an explosion 
releases the energy all at once. 
Both “knock” and pre-ignition are 
wasteful of gas. 


PRE-IGNITION PROBLEM 


One of the causes of pre-ignition 
in modern high-compression en- 
gines is the very tetraethyl lead 
which was added to gasoline to 
stop “knock.” This lead is added 
to both regular and premium 
grade gasolines, but in greater 
quantity to the premium grade. 
But the use of a large amount of 
lead in gasoline causes an accumu- 
lation of lead salts in the engine. 
After the engine has run a few 
thousand miles it also accumu- 
lates carbon. Together the lead 
and carbon deposits make a hot 
surface when you've been running 
your car under load or dragging 
through city traffic. That surface 
becomes hot enough to ignite the 
gas before the spark does. The re- 
sult is, a modern high-powered 
car may be subject to a new phe- 


| 


nomenon called “wild ping,” which} 


is an erratic loud crack sometimes 
occurring at low speed. Or the 
engine may tend to thud when 
you open the throttle after a slow 
trip through city traffic. Or you 
may even find that when you stop 
the car and shut off the engine, 
it continues to run for a while 
even with the ignition off. 

The pre-ignition problem seems 
worse in hilly regions, as on the 
West Coast where considerable 
city driving is done under hill- 
climbing conditions. 

Thus the problem is to develop 
a fuel for high-compression en- 
gines that is high enough in oc- 


tane rating to prevent “knock,”

Organized Labor Leads 
In Fight on Bigotry 


against religious and racial preju- 
dice is the subject of an article 
recently published in a national 
magazine under the signature of 
Charles S. Zimmerman, vice-pres- 
ident of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union.

2-Party System's Restoration Puts 
Crimp in Knight's Grand GOP Scheme 


The primary election last week marked the restoration of 
the two-party system in California. For a long time now a 
Republican machine disguised as non-partisan has dominated 
the State. But in last week's election the Democratic Party of 
California came back to life. 

There were two reasons for this. The basic one is that 
people are disgusted with the GOP record since its 1952 vic- 
tory. The second reason is that under the new role that can- 
didates must state their political affiliation on the ballot voters 
were able to identify the candidates of the parties. The result 
\was that in almost every instance a Democratic candidate 
was qualified by the voters to run against his Republican op- 
ponent in the final election in November. 

This is all to the good. For the same Republican machine 
which captured the Presidency in 1952 was making a des- 
perate effort in last week's election to maintain control of 
California. Goody Knight, with all his mouthings about an 
alleged love for labor and with all his dream of capturing 


votes, has one fundamental idea—to be the boss of a unified 
Republican Party in this State dragging bewildered Demo- 
crats in chains along with it. 


——— 


Whitaker & Baxter, the high-priced public relations team 
which managed Goody Knight's campaign, let the polecat out 
of the bag in a press release dated June 7, just one day before 
the primary. In that press release they said: 


“The unquestioned leader of the Republican Party in Cali- 
fornia is Governor Goodwin J. Knight ... The Republican Party 
has closed ranks behind his leadership in convincing fashion .. . 
Where, before Knight became Governor the GOP had a Warren 
taction, a Knowland faction, a Nixon faction and a Knight faction 
all today seem happy with Governor Knight as head man of the 
party machinery . .. Governor Knight, has shown, too, that he 
will take a more direct interest in party affairs than his prede- 
cessor ... When Senator Kuchel’s strategists felt he needed a 
boost, Governor Knight publicly endorsed Kuchel . . . The prac- 
tical politics of the situation is that Governor Knight will control 
the California delegation to the Republican national convention 
in 1956, In some years, perhaps this factor would not assume too 
great importance. But in 1956, with President Eisenhower possibly 
prepared to retire, California may have two well qualified Presi- 
dential candidates—Bill Knowland and Dick Nixon.” 


That's pretty plain talk. It informs any labor people who 
‘may have mistakenly voted for Goody Knight in the primary 
that they're helping to unify the Republican Party in Cali- 
fornia under a man who will help to elect more Republicans 
to Congress and may possibly make anti-labor Dick Nixon 
or anti-labor Bill Knowland President of the United States. 


As for getting more Republicans into Congress, consider 
the voting records of California Democrats and Republicans 
in Congress which was tabulated by the State Labor League 
for Political Education: 

Democrats: 537 good votes; 47 bad votes; percentage of good 
votes 99% plus. 

Republicans: 76 good votes; 675 bad votes; percentage of good 
votes 11%. 

So if labor backs Knight, we can help Republican Con- 
gressmen increase in number and in anti-labor votes! 

As for this Republican Party which Whitaker & Baxter. 
Goody Knight, the Hearst press, and the Los Angeles Times 
|wish to have-labor help build up, the State Federation of La- 
|bor issued a statement at its convention in Santa Barbara on 
{August 27, 1952 which is worth remembering: 


“The American Federation of Labor has throughout the years 
resisted all efforts of those who would place us in partisan poli- 
tics ... We are not proposing any change in this basic philosophy. 
However, it is imperative that we recognize the fact that for the 
first time in our history, a major political party has made the 
destruction of the American labour movement a primary objective 
of their party organization ... The Republican Party has made 
the survival of the labor movement a political issue ... There is 
a vast store of evidence to point up this significant fact ... By 
contrast we find that the Democratic Party has included most of 
the program and policies that have been developed to improve 
the living standards of the average American ... They have 
nominated candidates who represent the most honest and com- 
petent elements in our political society.” 


Everything that has hapepned in the past two years has 
emphasized the truth of that statement -issued by the State 
Federation of Labor in 1952. 

That's why we're glad that the two-party system has 
emerged again in California. We've had enough of the one- 
party anti-labor system, 


Careers for Your Children 


“Opportunities in Agriculture” is the title of an attractive 
booklet which has come to our desk from the University of 
California College of Agriculture. Labor people with children 
now in junior high or high school may wish to get hold of a 
copy of the booklet, which is free for the asking. 

Your boy or girl might be interested, if a career has not 
already been chosen, in the arguments put forth in this booklet 
as to the advantages of an agricultural career. 

From an economic standpoint, the booklet points out, now 
is an excellent time for the junior high and high school student 
to consider agriculture for a career. By 1960, the U. S. popu- 
lation will be nearing 175 million—16 percent higher than in 
1950. This trend should continue through 1975, by which time 
the U. S. will probably have a population of 206 million. This 
jsituation would create job opportunities for young men and 
women who will be starting their careers around 1960. 

The booklet faces the fact that we hear much of the eco- 
nomic difficulties of agriculture: 

“As this is written (March, 1954) agriculture is in some diffi- 
culty. Farmers are being squeezed between falling prices and con- 
tinued high costs. However, this serious problem appears to be 
short-term rather than long-term, and it may therefore operate in 
favor of the prospective agricultural student.” 

The kinds of careers open in this oldest of the industries, 
and the courses given by the College of Agriculture are ex- 
plained in the booklet, which can be obtained free of charge 
from Agricultural Publications, 22 Giannini Hall, University 
of California, Berkeley 4, California.
